The construction of these two stoves is identical, except 
that the No. 722 Series is more elaborately dressed in order 
to meet that demand, having legs and skirts nickled; with 
wings, corner heads and deflector nickel extra. 

This style of air tight: is superior to any other on the 
market for several reasons. 

First, the universal complaint against air tights is that 
they do not heat the floor. In this stove the defect is rem- 
edied by stopping the jacket at the top of fire pot, leaving 
the fire pot and base with deflector ring above for floor radia- 
tion, as it should be.

THE NEw British patent law which is now in effect 
and which provides that no foreigner can hold a pat- 
ent in England unless he manufactures 
The the article patented in that country, is said 
nant to be causing considerable excitement 
~ and speculation in England as to what 
effect it will have upon foreign manufacturers. Many 
English people imagined that Americans would be 
among the first to rush to protect their threatened in- 
terests by immediately acquiring English factory sites 
and beginning to produce their patented articles. To 
the surprise of the English people, however, Amer- 
icans do not seem to be the least bit flustered by the 
new act. American manufacturers do not appear to 
be making a big rush for building land, and with the 
exception of a few American firms who find the em- 
ployment of British cheap labor advantageous, there 
is said to be absolutely “nothing doing.” Several En- 
glish papers recently published the statement that 
$125,000,000 of “foreign” capital—a considerable por- 
tion of it being American—had already been invested 
there. More recent inquiry, however, elicits the fact 
that practically none of this capital is American. It is 
quite true that a large sum is being spent by German 
manufacturers in putting up factories in various parts 
of England, but Americans do not appear to be making 
much stir in this direction. 
There is a loop hole in the British patents act, and 
t is stated that American manufacturers are looking 
through it, waiting to see just what is going to happen 
to the German firms.’ The law states that in order for 
an article patented in Great Britain to be fully pro- 
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tected in that country it must be manufactured there 
to an “adequate extent,” and Americans are said to 
be waiting to learn what constitutes an “adequate ex- 
tent.” The precise effect of the British patent law 
upon industries in the United. States cannot be told as 
yet. It appears, however, that after an American 
manufacturer has established a factory in the United 
Kingdom he is likely to require fewer workers in the 
United States. Already some American patent law- 
“yers have voiced a demand that the United States laws . 
on patents be amended along the lines of the new 
British act. 

There is no doubt that the new law is proving effect- 
ive in promoting industrial development on the other 
side. This is evident from. the report that United 
States Consul Frank W. Mahin of Nottingham, Eng- 
land, has recently forwarded on the effects of the new 
law on foreign patentees. It is in-part as follows: 

“The representative of a British firm making a specialty of 
securing factories and factory sites for applicants is quoted to 
the effect that many applications have been received from for- 
eigners, induced thereto by the provision of the new law re- 
quiring articles patented in the United Kingdom to be manu- 
factured here. An important feature of the applications al- 
ready made is that the manufacturers demand works much 
larger than are necessary to make the patented article, giving 
as the reason that they can not run works in England on the 
patents alone, and therefore intend to make other goods which 
have hitherto been imported ready-made. Consequently, the 


volume of new manufacturing business brought to this. coun- 
try is expected vastly to exceed what is directly attributable 
to the influence of the new law. 

“It is stated that nearlf 2,000 paterits are now within the 
scope of the law, and if these were all manufactured in this 
country, 30,000 to 40,000 people would be given employment.” 








NOTWITHSTANDING the fact that the English people 
are not bothered with insect pests to the same extent 
that people in the United States are, it 
is pointed out by Consul Albert Hal- 
stead of Birmingham, England, that if 
American manufacturers of wire screens 
would employ the best approved methods of salesman- 
ship in the United Kingdom, that country would, in 
time, become a profitable market for wire screens for 
all kinds of houses. Consul Halstead says that Ameri- 
can manufacturers of wire screens have failed prop- 
erly to exploit the British market. 

As a result of a report from the United States’ con- 
sulate at Birmingham, made about two years ago, one 
of the principal American manufacturers of wire 
screens entered the English market by appointing a 
special agent there. The business, however, was later 
left with London merchants, with the result that the 
market has not been exploited to such an extent as it 
would seem to warrant. It is true that people insist 
that the insect pest in Great Britain is not sufficient to 
make the sale of wire screening a profitable undertak- 
ing, but Consul Halstead expresses the opinion that if 
American manufacturers would select agents who 
know the people and their customs, and who are able 
to demonstrate the real utility of wire screens, that a 
profitable market for this commodity would in time be 
developed in Great Britain. The consul points out, 
nevertheless, that Americans undertaking to sell wire 
screening in the United Kingdom should not expect 
immediate profitable results, but that they should re-

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gard the expense of entering the British market as an 
investment of capital upon which returns may later be 
expected. 

The matter was brought to the consul’s attention 
by an article in a Birmingham paper which described 
the difficulties in the public market there during a pro- 
tracted period of warm weather when flies were found 
to be a great nuisance. The consul also noted in a 
leading Birmingham paper, the following excerpt from 
an article from its London correspondent: 

“Mr. Burns’ energy at the local government board 
is finding an outlet in various directions which have 
not hitherto been covered by that department, and one 
of the latest ideas emanating from the board is the 
institution of an investigation by specially appointed 
experts into the subject of flies as carriers of disease. 
Scarcely a more useful inquiry could be started, and 
the professor of biology at Cambridge is named as 
one of those who will conduct the investigation, which 
is also to receive assistance from the experts at South 
Kensington.” 

The consul says that if the foregoing investiga- 
tion shows, as it has shown elsewhere, that flies are 
dangerous carriers of disease, the publication of this 
report should help the people of the United Kingdom 
to realize the importance of protection against these 
pests by screens, and should make the introduction of 
these articles next summer in England an opportunity 
that should not be neglected. In view of the import- 
ance of the United Kingdom. as a distributing point 
for the rest of the world, it would appear that the es- 
tablishment of an agency in London, for instance, 
would make it easier to sell wire screens to those 
countries which are accustomed to place their orders 
in the English market.

THE National Conservation Commission has insti- 
tuted the first comprehensive attempt at a census of 
the standing timber in the United States 

Data on ever undertaken. The commission needs 

cas inventory of the country’s natural re- 
sources, which it will include in its report the first 
of next year. Estimates as to the amount of stand- 
ing timber in the United States range all the way 
from 822,862,000,000 to 2,000,000,000,000 board feet, 
a difference of more than a trillion feet in the views 
of the best qualified authorities of the country. 

In the opinion of the Forest Service the most care- 
fully prepared estimates yet made were those pub- 
lished by the twelfth census in 1900, which placed the 
total stumpage at 1,390,000,000,000 board feet. The 
census is expected to give an accurate basis for com- 
puting how long our timber supplies will last. The 
consensus of opinion is that the present annual con- 
sumption of wood is about 100,000,000,000 board feet. 
A leading authority has placed it as high as I50,- 
000,000,000 board feet. Assuming a stumpage of 
1,400,000,000,000 board feet, an annual use of 100,- 
000,000,000 board feet and neglecting growth in the 
calculation, the exhaustion of our timber supply in 
fourteen years is indicated. Assuming the same use and 
stand with an annual growth of 40,000,000;000 feet, 
a supply for twenty-three years is indicated. Letters

information. These letters also ask for a wide variety 
of in including: not only ‘the lumbering and 
milling industries but all others even indirectly depend- 
ent upon the use ‘of wood. 

An estimate that the losses during the mideiia when 
forest fires have been prevailing in various parts of 
the United States have aggregated $1,000,000 per day 
has been made by the Department of Agriculture. 
The Forest Service in a statement issued on September 
30 says that probably in every instance the devastating 
forest fires might have been prevented if the several 
states had provided an adequate number of men to 
patrol the woods and arrest the fires in their incip- 
iency, and if lumbermen and other users of the forest 
had been careful to dispose of brush after logging 
so as to prevent the spread of fires. In view of the 
fact that the loss from timber destroyed in 1908 will 
be much larger than last year, and it is doubtful if 
the exact losses will ever be known, it is highly im- 
portant that something should be done to stay the 
ravages of the fire fiend in the forests of the country. 
How this can be accomplished we would not say, but 
the fact remains that unless immediate and aggres- 
sive action is taken our forests will be depleted before 
we are aware of it. 














THE earnings of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion for the three months which ended September 30, 
amounted to $27,106,274. This was an 
Steel Report increase of nearly $7,000,000 over the 
Shows Gain. previous quarter, and better by from 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000 than was 
looked for by steel men. Unfilled orders on the books 
of the corporation at the close of the quarter totaled 
3.421,977 tons, an increase of 108,000 tons over the 
orders on hand at the close of the June quarter. This 
is the first time since the depression of business be- 
gan last fall that the steel corporation has reported 
an increase in unfilled orders. 

One of the most satisfactory features of the report 
is that each month of the quarter showed an improve- 
ment over the previous month. The July earnings 
were $8,599,630, the August earnings $9,152,311, and 
the September earnings $9.354,333. How these earn- 
ings, making a total of $27,106,274 for the three 
months, and the unfilled orders at the close of the 
quarter compare with the showing for previous quar 
ters this year and with the corresponding quarter in 
previous years is shown in the following table:

He will find hot weather the year round in 
the island of Zanzibar, which lies in the Indian Ocean 
but a few degrees south of the equator.

kins of Greenville, S.C. Mr. Jenkins goes to the 
French island of St. Pierre, off the south coast of 
Newfoundland. He will find his new home in great 
contrast with his former home in South Carolina. St. 
Pierre, as I remember it when I visited it many years 
ago, is a barren island absolutely devoid of trees or 
shrubbery. It is a typical French town of the quaint- 
est type, where as much business is transacted as in 
most towns five times its size. It is, however, one 
of the bleakest spots that exist on the globe. Things 
are certainly different from what they used to be in 
this business of dealing out consular plums. The 
powers that were used to ask boys where they wanted 
to go, and if it could be arranged they went or stayed 
at home. Now it is a civil service examination which 
gives all native-born citizens an equal chance to get 
their names upon the eligible register and into the 
consular school.

A BATTLESHIP WINDOW DISPLAY. 


In Tae AMERICAN ARTISAN’s hardware window 
display competition the judges spoke very highly of 
the display made by the Leadville Hardware Co., of 
Leadville, Colo., depicting a battleship which was 
built entirely of goods kept on sale in the store of the 
Leadville Hardware Co. A photograph of the display 
we reproduce herewith in reduced form. 

The exterior appearance of the vessel was made to 
resemble as nearly as possible that of a modern double 
turretted warship of the American navy. The vessel 
was built in the center of an area of blue paper in the 
window laid so as to resemble an expanse of ruffled 
water. The ship was nearly eight feet high. The hull 
above the water line was made of wax candles placed 
on end side by side.

“Catalogue-House Competition and Its Remedy,” is 
the subject of a well-written booklet, the author of 
which is A. F. Victor, manager of the Toledo branch 
of the White Lily Mfg. Co., Davenport, Ia. The 
booklet has not been issued for advertising purposes, 
but was gotten out at Mr. Victor’s personal expense 
and is intended to be a talk to the retail merchant.

There has been invented recently an economical and 
easily utilized appliance for use in connection with 
small ranges or gas stoves, and especially useful for 
single burner gas stoves, for using the heat of the 
burner for cooking purposes and at the same time 
heating irons. With this arrangement the house- 
keeper is enabled to continue the use of the burner 
for simultaneously heating the irons and cooking. It 
comprises an inverted pan-shaped body adapted to be 
set in the stove top or over the gas burner. On one 
side is an opening for the insertion and withdrawal 
of the iron and a perforated top that forms a rest and 
heating base for the cooking utensil. Covering the 
opening is a hinged door, to prevent the heat from 
escaping. The irons, being encased, are heated quick- 
ly, since the heat is concentrated and maintained with- 
in the holder. To withdraw the irons conveniently, 
a bow-shaped wire handle is employed.

HARDWARE. 

There has been considerable improvement in the 
hardware market during the past week. Retailers 
throughout the country who have been putting off 
purchases find so much improvement in the consum- 
ing demand that they are wholly unable to cope with 
it with their present low stocks, and they have been 
forced into the market for small lots to cover their 
immediate requirements. This has resulted in a fair 
volume of business to the jobbing trade in the shape 
of small orders for prompt shipment. Manufacturers 
still continue to urge jobbers to stock up against an 
expected heavy demand during the last two months 
of the year, and so obviate any congestion at the mills 
that may result from the simultaneous placing of rush 
orders immediately after the election. Wire nail man- 
ufacturers report a falling off in the shipments. On 
contract business there is generally a request for an- 
ticipation of deliveries, while new business is almost 
invariably accompanied with requests for prompt ship- 
ment. In the local market there is a fair call for 
small lots from store, while in the markets farther 
West a much improved demand is reported, and from 
the volume of inquiries in the market there will be 
some large contract business forthcoming shortly. 
There continues a fair advance in cut nails. While 
the gain from week to week is small, it is none the 
less perceptible, and manufacturers are confident that 
some large business will be forthcoming shortly after 
the election. There has been a little falling off in the 
volume of barb wire business during the week, which 
has in no wise discouraged manufacturers, as the fall 
buying movement is not quite due yet. In plain wire 
there continues a heavy call from fence manufac- 
turers and a good business is reported coming into the 
mills. A general request for prompt shipment is not- 
ed, and prices are generally weil maintained. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full 
carloads, $2.10 at the mill for less than carloads and 
$2.40 out of store. The base price of cut nails at the 
mill is $1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 
for full carloads at the mill, $1.95 for less than car- 
loads at the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: Wire nails, jobbers’ carload lots, $1.95; re- 
tailers’ carload lots, $2; painted barb wire, jobbers’ 
carload lots, $2.10; retailers’ carload lots, $2.15, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car- 
loads, $1.80, and to retailers in carloads, $1.85. 


TIN PLATE. 

New business in the tin plate industry continues of 
small proportions. The big seasonable demand is over 
but mills are busy and will be busy for some time to 
come on old contracts. Consumers. are sending in 
specifications more freely. The American Sheet & 
Tin Plate Co. is operating about 50 per cent of its 
capacity. Prices are $3.89 for too-pound coke plates

There is a firmer market for ingot copper, and 
higher prices are quoted by the leading producers. The 
minimum price on Lake copper is now 14 cents and 
predictions are being freely made that 15 cents will 
be quoted in the near future. While a good deal will 
depend upon the attitude of consuming interests, there 
is no doubt that the feeling is better in both produc- 
ing and consuming circles. It is claimed that the 
actual movement of copper during the past few days 
has been at the rate of at least 10,000,000 pounds a 
day, and that more copper has been sold than dur- 
ing any similar period since the beginning of the year. 
It is reported that several large interests are figuring 
on large blocks of copper for delivery early next year. 
and that some of the large electrical companies have 
not only been looking out for a supply for next year. 
but have also supplied their needs for the balance of 
this year. The London copper market shows a ver) 
good advance for the week, amounting to £1 16s 3d on 
spot and £1 17s 6d on futures. Sheet copper is firm 
and unchanged, the base price being 18 cents. Ther: 
is no change in yellow metal, quotations being 17 
cents for dimensions, 15 cents for ‘sheathing and 
sheathing nails, 16 cents for slating nails and 17 cents 
for keel and stem metal. The base price on coppe! 
wire is tinchanged at 15% cents, 
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Spelter is slightly firmer, St. Louis quoting $4.62%, 
with the New York quotation firm at $4.80@4.85. The 
Boston jobbing price is steady and unchanged at 5@ 
5% cents. London quotes spelter at £19 12s 6d. 


PIG IRON. 


The market for pig iron shows a very decided 
change for the better, with more inquiries than have 
been noted for many weeks. Not only is iron needed 
for prompt shipment, but there is an excellent in- 
quiry for iron for delivery in the first half of 1909, 
and some buyers are asking for prices on deliveries 
running through the year. In every way there is a 
decidedly better feeling, and iron men afte very much 
encouraged over the present outlook. A contract in- 
volving $3,600,000 has just been closed between the 
Pittsburg Steel Co. of Pittsburg and M. A. Hanna 
& Co. of Cleveland for 200,000 tons of pig iron dur- 
ing the next five years. The contract calls for 6,000 
tons of pig iron every month for five years, beginning 
January I next. The price is subject to a sliding scale 
and is unique in the iron business. The Hanna Co. 
agreed to furnish the iron at a profit of from 7 to 12 
per cent over actual cost. What the actual cost will 
be cannot now be computed. The price, based on 
the actual cost of production, will be fixed at regular 
intervals. When negotiations were first undertaken 
the propostion of a sliding scale was looked at askance 
by the iron firms seeking the contract, but it is now 
believed to be a good contract. The present market 
price of pig iron is $14, several of the big Pittsburg 
concerns having contracted for large orders at that 
figure,

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “A satisfactory run of small orders for prompt ship- 
ment and larger inquiries with an earnest tone have charac- 
terized the last week of the ‘waiting period’ before the doings 

{ next Tuesday. The volume of sales made have evidenced 
‘celing of confidence on the part of customers who have here- 
‘ofore been reluctant as to their requirements during the bal- 
ince of this year and early portion of next. 

“The business recently placed has fixed some furnaces 
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so that they are practically out of the market for the balance 
of this year, and, while they are still somewhat undecided 
regarding figures for next-year, are stronger in their tone. 

“At some points in the East pig iron sellers are firmer 
in their views, with an advancing tendency. A good tonnage 
is under consideration and will probably be closed in the next 
few days. 

“The demand for steel making irons continues good and 
movement of iron on contracts is keeping up splendidly. Re- 
port of the Steel Corporation for the third quarter is better 
than was anticipated and, considering the period which it 
covers, rather unusual. 

“Railroad buying has been better, as evidenced by in- 
creased buying of pig iron by some malleable concerns, car 
shops and locomotive builders. Car wheel makers report 
their business improving. 

“Structural steel orders placed make it evident that there 
will be a larger proportion of manufacturing capacity active 
by the first of November than was anticipated could be at 
the rate things were going two weeks ago. 

“There is nothing like a rush in the pig iron business 
as yet, but a distinctly visible gain in activity that is very 
satisfactory. 

“Coke is active and prompt shipments are progressing 
nicely. Production is improving. Many operations are still 
greatly handicapped on account of drought and are spending 
large sums of money in hauling water and keeping their plants 
in operation to take care of the pressure brought upon them 
by customers.” 


SEEDS. 


The Leonard Seed Co., Chicago, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“The reports of crops from different growing sections 
of the United States and the old country are in, and show 
shortages in small seed crops well in excess of those of 1907. 
In many sections both dry weather and blight have done their 
worst, and the merchant who expects to buy low-priced seeds 


_ this year will have to go to some unreliable jobber who has 


a bunch of old and doubtful seed on his hands, which he is 
always glad to unload at a low figure. Seeds are not all 
cleaned up yet, and complete reports later may, to a small 
extent, change present ideas of shortages and valuations. 
However, seed stocks in general were so well cleaned out 
last year that prices are very liable to work up, rather than 
down. 

“Asparagus seed seems to be plentiful. Beets are the 
shortest crop in years, such varieties as Egyptian, Detroit 
Dark Red and Crimson Globe, about 25_per cent of a crop. 
Early Blood Turnip, Long Smooth Blood, about 50 per cent 
of a crop. Carrots average about half a crop. Cucumber 
seed is extremely short, many sections reporting almost a 
complete failure, the Pickle and Long Green varieties being 
the shortest. Cabbage seed about two-thirds of a crop. Sweet 
corn is a very short crop, and prices will average nearly as 
high as last year, the largest demand and shortages being 
among the canners’ varieties, Stowell’s Evergreen, Country 
Gentleman, etc. Lettuce crops are fairly short on the early 
forcing varieties. The latest reports on the head varieties 
indicate an average crop. 

“Musk melon—such varieties as Nettled Gem and Rocky 
Ford, indicate a fair crop, but Osage, Paul Rose, Emerald 
Gem, Tip Top, Hackensacks and other leading varieties, are 
impossible to obtain in any but small quantities, and good 
stocks of these are well worth $1.00 per pound and upwards. 
Watermelons seem to have done fairly well, and seed is, 
therefore, plentiful, except on Kleckley Sweets. "Onion seed 
will continue to be rather high in price; shortages are 
especially acute on the flat varieties, such as Wethersfield and 
Portugal. Red and Yellow Globes are somewhat less than 
average crop, and the White Globes are the shortest of all. 
Radish seed crops have turned out better than early reports 
indicated; there seem to be some shortages on the early forc- 
ing varieties. Both Spinach and Turnip seed crops seem to 
have done well. Sweet Peas are about half a crop. Nas- 
turtiums have turned out fairly well. Everything indicates 
that the seed merchant who places his order early in the sea- 
son has done well. 


There is an unprecedented demand for onion sets in the 
local. market at the present time. Chicago is the central mar- 
ket for this bulb and more of it is grown around Chicago 
than in any other part of the United States. Onion sets are 
shipped from Chicago to every part of the world. The brisk 
demand is caused by the crop shortage, the result of a dry 


season.
